Students,  faculty,  and  staff  of  The  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Pembroke  have  seen  some  big  changes 
on  campus  this  academic  year  The  UNCP  commu- 
nity has  welcomed  a  new  chancellor  and  seen  a  dramatic 
increase  in  enrollment.  We  said  goodbye  to  Dr  Allen  C. 
Meadors,  who  served  as  Chancellor  for  10  years,  and  wel- 
comed Dr  Charles  Jenkins  as  his  replacement.  Dr  Meadors 
accomplished  a  lot  for  UNCP  during  his  time  here;  notably, 
he  continued  to  preserve  the  University's  heritage,  grew  en- 
rollment, and  brought  football  back  to  the  school 

Chancellor  Jenkins,  former  Provost  and  Vice  Chancel- 
lor for  Academic  Affairs,  has  devoted  38  years  of  service  to 
UNCP  and  knows  a  lot  about  the  University  and  surround- 
ing region.  Dr  Jenkins  served  as  Chancellor  on  an  interim 
basis  for  the  2009-2010  academic  year  while  the  University 
searched  for  the  next  chancellor  "I  see  this  as  another  op- 
portunity to  serve  UNC  Pembroke,  which  greatly  affects  this 
region  and  the  state,"  Dr  Jenkins  said.  "There  is  much  work 
to  do,  and  I  hope  that  I  can  be  of  service  in  a  smooth  transi- 
tion to  a  permanent  chancellor " 

Ten  years  ago,  enrollment  at  UNCP  was  3,445,  with  579 
freshmen.  Since  last  year  academic  year  alone,  enrollment 
increased  5.7  percent,  stepping  up  to  6,664  and  setting  an 
all-time  record.  Freshman,  transfer  and  out-of-state  enroll- 
ment increased  as  well.  Students  attending  UNCP  came 
from  92  of  the  100  North  Carolina  counties,  28  states,  and 
20  foreign  countries.  In  addition  to  the  significant  increase 
in  student  enrollment,  full-time  faculty  increased  to  324  in 
2009  from  312  the  previous  year

Ilic  musical  /  Loir  You,  You're  Perfect,  Now  Chaii^e.  with  book  and  lyrics  by 
Joe  DiPietro  and  music  by  Jimmy  Roberts,  is  a  celebration  of  the  "mating 
game,"  according  to  director  Hal  Davis.  "It  explores  some  of  the  truths  and 
myths  behind  developing  a  relationship — from  dating  and  waiting,  to  love,  sex, 
and  marriage,"  Davis  said. 

The  original  production  of  7  Love  You,  You're  Perfect,  Now  CUang^e  opened 
August  1,  1996,  at  the  Westside  Theatre  in  New  York  and  had  an  extended  run 
Off-Broadway  for  over  12  years.  At  that  time  the  cast  was  comprised  of  only  four 
actors.  Davis  said  that  he  decided  to  use  ten  cast  members  because  the  show  con- 
sists of  a  series  of  scenes  and  songs  where  the  same  characters  never  reappear.  In 
this  production  of  the  show,  51  separate  characters  took  the  stage. 

The  University  Theatre  production  was  held  on  April  22  to  25,  2009,  in 
the  Givens  Performing  Arts  Center.  Beginning  with  a  dramatically-lit  ensemble 
number,  the  20  scenes  ranged  from  young  adults  starting  relationships  (or  not) 
through  weddings,  married  life,  parenthood,  and  divorce,  ending  with  an  elderly 
widow  and  widower  who  meet  at  a  funeral.  Because  of  the  risque  content  and 
nature  of  the  musical,  it  was  rated  for  mature  audiences.  The  sexual  references  and 
comments  made  on  stage  gave  the  audience  some  big  laughs. 

The  cast  featured  ten  members  of  the  University  Players.  Hannah  Davisson, 
Topher  McLean,  and  Fehcia  Vazquez  were  all  excited  to  make  their  debut  on  the 
GPAC  stage.  Veterans  to  the  stage  included  Jamaal  Anthony,  AHyson  Betot,  Ruth 
Golsteyn,  Matthew  Greenslade,  Jamel  Lee,  Alan  Parsons,  and  Yanissa  Perez  de 
Leon.  Each  cast  member  played  multiple  roles  for  the  production. 

Along  with  Davis,  Natalie  Fields  (choreographer/costume  designer),  David 
Underwood  (scenic/properties/lighting  designer),  and  other  staff  members  and 
students  helped  get  the  production  together. 

In  the  program,  Davis  noted,  "Maybe  you're  on  a  first  date  right  now  or 
you're  sitting  next  to  someone  who  has  been  beside  you  for  many  years.  This  show 
has  something  for  everyone.  Life  can  be  funny,  at  least  I  hope  so."

Home  Season  for  the  Braves  and  Fans 


lomecoming  2009  drew  a  record  crowd  of  4,843  to  Grace  P.Johnson  Stadium  to 
watch  the  Braves  defeat  Webber  hiternational  30-3.  The  stands  around  Lum- 
Ibee  Guaranty  Field  seemed  sparsely  populated  as  kick-off  nearcd.  Then,  tailgatcrs 
flooded  in  to  pack  the  house.  UNCP  rolled  up  499  yards  of  total  offense  and  held  visiting 
Webber  International  virtually  motionless  in  the  second  half  to  extend  its, home  winning 
streak  to  10  games. 

The  win  capped  a  perfect  home  season — the  second  straight  at  Johnson  Stadium.  Jamal 
Williams  booked  138  yards  of  total  offense,  hauling  in  seven  catches  for  65  yards,  rushing 
three  times  for  27  more  and  throwing  a  26-yard  touchdown  pass  to  Jamclle  Banks  m  the 
third  quarter.  Cory  Smith  completed  22  of  30  passes  for  212  yards  and  a  touchdown,  while 
Rashon  Kennedy  ran  for  72  yards.  "We  came  out  defensively  and  allowed  them  on  the  field 
way  too  long  in  the  first  half,"  said  head  coach  Pete  Shinnick.  "I  really  challenged  them  at, 
halftime,  and  (Webber  International)  only  got  53  yards  in  the  second  half  "That  was  really 
my  expectation,"  he  continued.  "I  thought  that,  if  our  guys  played  with  a  lot  of  excitement 
and  enthusiasm,  they  could  get  that  done."

Students  Celebrate  Native 


and  Tasting  Traditions 


The  Native  American  Student  Organization  (NASO)  held  its  annual  Fall  Pow  Wow  in 
the  UC  Annex  on  October  29.  The  Annex  came  aUve  with  the  sights  and  sounds  of 
Native  American  drumming,  singing,  and  dancing.  In  addition  to  performances,  the 
pow  wow  featured  Native  American  arts  and  crafts,  food,  fellowship,  and  fun.  At  pow  wows, 
both  Native  Americans  and  non-Native  Americans  gather  to  celebrate,  renew  old  friend- 
ships, and  make  new  ones. 

Grand  Entry  kicked  off  with  a  parade  of  dancers,  led  by  Head  Man  Dancer  Patrick 
Green  and  Head  Lady  Dancer  Heather  Jones.  Southern  Sun  acted  as  the  Host  Drum  for  the 
event,  providing  the  dancers  with  beats.  Students,  kids,  audience  members,  and  people  from 
the  community  joined  in  on  the  dancing  and  festivities  in  celebration  of  Native  American 
culture.  The  University  opened  originally  as  an  American  hidian  college  and  over  the  years 
has  grown  into  a  great  place  for  higher  education  for  students  of  all  cultures.  UNCP  is  one 
of  only  two  American  Indian  colleges  and  universities  east  of  the  Mississippi  River.  UNCP 
is  proud  of  its  Native  American  background  and  displays  its  appreciation  to  the  community 
by  keeping  the  roots  of  traditions  alive.  One  way  the  University  does  this  is  through  events 
such  as  the  annual  Pow  Wow. 

The  NASO  Pow  Wow  was  part  of  UNCP's  celebration  of  Native  American  Heritage 
Month.  Activities  at  UNCP  during  October  -  November  2009  included  a  lecture  by  Dr. 
Rose  Streinlau  entitled  "Cherokee  Families  and  Cultural  Persistence,"  Dr.  Jane  Haladay's 
presentation  on  "Violence  against  Native  American  Women,"  and  the  screening  of  the  mov- 
ie Ulicn  Your  Hands  Are  Tied,  a  documentary  about  Native  youth.  In  addition,  the  Office  of 
Multicultural  and  Minority  Affairs  hosted  a  drop-in  event,  "Honoring  Native  Food  Ways," 
to  give  thanks  for  the  many  foods  provided  by  Native  American  peoples,  learn  more  about 
Native  food  ways,  and  sample  traditional  and  contemporary  Native  foods.

Audience  members  sat  on  bleachers  on  four  sides  of  a  circular  performing 
space  on  the  stage  of  the  Givens  Performing  Arts  Center  for  the  Univer- 
_sity  Players'  fall  2009  production  o(Tlie  Lamiiiie  Project  on  October  27-31 . 
The  play,  by  Moises  Kaufman  and  members  of  the  Tectonic  Theater  Project,  ex- 
plores the  effects  of  a  brutal,  homophobic  crime  on  the  citizens  of  Laramie,  Wyo- 
ming. Cast  members  all  played  multiple  roles  in  the  production,  beginning  with 
the  arrival  of  members  of  the  project  to  conduct  interviews.  Local  police,  clergy- 
men, friends  of  the  victim,  and  other  Laramie  residents  spoke  about  their  reactions 
to  the  crime  and  the  ongoing  effects  on  them  and  on  the  entire  community. 

Although  the  set  was  minimal,  the  action  covered  a  wide  range  of  locations. 
Some  scenes  took  the  audience  to  the  karaoke  bar  Matthew  Shepard  had  vis- 
ited the  night  of  the  crime.  Others  took  place  outside  the  hospital  where  he  lay 
dying.

E 11 l"I  recommend  hstening  to  stories  and  telling 

some  of  your  own."  Dr.  Cannata  said  stories  are  the  glue 
that  binds  families  and  societies  together.  She  said  there  is  an 
innate  desire  to  hear  stories  and  to  tell  them.  "If  you  don't 
think  you  have  anything  interesting  to  say,  you  are  sorely  mis- 
taken," she  concluded.  "Think  of  today  as  the  first  page  in 
your  next  story  and  make  it  a  good  one."  Chancellor  Jenkins 
returned  to  this  theme  after  the  degrees  were  conferred,  re- 
minding the  audience  that  graduates  represented  537  "great 
stories  to  tell."  "I  know  many  of  them,  and  they  are  fantastic 
stories,"  Chancellor  Jenkins  said.  "Many  have  overcoine  the 
greatest  barriers  to  be  here  today." 

UNCP's  graduates  were  as  diverse  as  their  stories,  and 
they  followed  different  paths  and  overcame  many  obstacles. 
Beverly  Hill,  for  example,  who  earned  a  nursing  degree,  of- 
fered a  unique  perspective  as  a  mother  of  two,  including  a 
college  graduate  and  a  college  student.  "It's  taken  me  25 
years  to  get  here,"  Hill  said.  "Working  full  time  was  hard, 
but  I  want  more  options  in  my  career.  "Parents  must  be  sup- 
portive because  this  is  a  different  generation;  they  think  dif- 
ferently," she  said.

Students  who  lived  on  or  near  campus  enjoyed  several 
advantages,  including  being  closer  to  buildings  on  cam- 
pus, always  being  in  the  know,  and  not  having  to  deal 
with  commuter  parking.  Over  the  past  few  years  residence 
life  has  expanded  with  the  addition  of  several  renovations  to 
the  apartment  complexes. 

Although  UNCP  was  primarily  a  place  to  study,  the 
residence  halls  provided  a  place  for  students  to  talk  and  relax 
with  their  friends.  UNCP  housed  students  in  six  residence 
haDs:  North,  Belk,  WeDons,  West,  Pine,  and  Oak  HaUs. 
Many  students  who  lived  in  residence  haDs  had  access  to 
washers  and  dryers,  and  the  co-ed  residence  halls.  Oak  and 
Pine,  had  computer  labs.

Six  actresses  took  the  stage  for  the  performance, 
Yanissa  Perez  de  Leon  served  as  the  D.J.  Voice,  and  Amy  Cox  acted 
as  the  stage  manager  for  the  production.  The  story  is  set  in  Truvy's 
(Jalessa  Malloy)  beauty  shop  in  Chinquapin,  Louisiana,  where  all  the 
ladies  go  to  have  their  hair  done.  Helped  by  the  eager  assistant,  An- 
neUe  (Lucy  Marshman),  Truvy  dispenses  free  advice  to  Shelby  (Nikki 
Frabott),  who  is  about  to  get  married.  Other  customers  include  the 
town's  rich  curmudgeon,  Ouiser  (Charlotte  Cassidy),  an  eccentric 
millionaire,  Clairee  (Allyson  Betot),  and  the  local  health  administrator 
M'Lynn  (Ashley  McLamb),  who  is  Shelby's  mother.

University  Adjusts  Well  to 


on  Our  Campus 

.  uring  the  2009-2010  academic  year,  UNCP's  campus  grew  and  flour- 
lished  with  the  expansion  of  apartments  and  higher  freshman  and  transfer 
enrollments.  A  record  number  of  students  graduated  from  the  University 
in  the  Sprmg  and  Winter  Commencements.  This  growth  in  enrollment  caused 
some  problems  for  commuter  and  residential  students  trying  to  find  parking  on 
campus.  Despite  the  rapid  population  mcrease,  students  did  not  have  to  adjust 
to  larger  class  sizes  or  hmited  resources,  as  UNCP  remained  a  close  and  friendly 
learning  environment  focused  on  individual  success.  Students  have  adjusted  well 
to  the  increased  size  of  the  student  body,  and  as  result  campus  organizations  sched- 
uled more  events  and  Greek  life  enrollment  reached  an  all-time  high.  In  addition, 
a  record  number  of  people  attended  the  tailgating  and  football  games  during  the 
Fall  2009  season.  Students,  faculty,  staff  and  community  members  all  came  out 
to  support  the  Braves  and  celebrate  their  third  year  as  a  team.  Part  of  what  makes 
the  University  so  great  is  the  advantage  of  witnessing  the  campus  grow.  Seniors 
leaving  often  reflect  on  how  the  campus  looked  when  they  first  arrived,  compared 
to  how  it  looked  as  they  left.  Students  can  look  back  at  their  experience  at  UNCP 
and  know  that  they  were  one  of  the  forces  that  contributed  to  the  growth.

Taking  business  classes  was  important  for  students  pursuing  a 
degree  in  any  business  related  major.  This  year  BB&T  Corpora- 
tion of  Winston-Salem,  NC,  pledged  $1  million  over  10  years 
to  establish  a  second  endowed  professorship  for  the  UNCP  School 
of  Business.  The  BB&T  Distinguished  Endowed  Professorship  in  the 
Morality  of  Capitalism  was  announced  in  late  January  2010.  A  sepa- 
rate gift  of  $50,000  will  support  programs  on  ethics  in  business.  The 
School  of  Business  held  forums  in  2009  on  business  ethics  and  the 
philosophical  foundations  of  capitalism.  A  new  course  on  the  "Eth- 
ics in  Capitalism"  was  launched  in  January  2010. 

Accounting,  International  Business,  and  Marketing  were  some 
of  the  majors  offered  in  the  School  of  Business.  Some  students  were 
business  majors  just  for  the  money,  and  others  because  they  loved 
the  field.  Victoria  Huff,  a  junior  Business  major,  said,  "Classes  are 
interesting,  and  the  professors  work  well  with  you."  This  year,  the 
School  of  Business  began  to  offer  a  minor  in  Entrepreneurship;  this 
allowed  non-Business  majors  to  pick  up  a  minor  that  could  allow 
them  to  increase  their  skills  in  the  business  area.  Dr.  Cammie  Hunt 
and  Dr.  John  Spillan  were  the  faculty  members  in  charge  of  the  En- 
trepreneurship program. 

On  the  graduate  level,  the  MBA  Program,  which  has  been  suc- 
cess from  the  start,  had  many  different  advantages— small  class  size, 
off-campus  classes,  a  graduate  program  regardless  of  degree  held— 
along  with  numerous  other  aspects  that  made  students  like  Keith 
Townsend  comment,  "I  am  well  taken  care  of  in  this  department  and 
I  love  it."  The  business  department  at  UNCP  is  veiy  prestigious,  a 
reason  why  most  business  majors  picked  this  school.

The  School  of  Education  received  a  reward  for  students  and 
teachers  alike  during  the  2009-2010  academic  year:  a  federal 
grant  totaling  nearly  5300,000  that  went  to  help  the  Universit\ 
lift  reading  and  writing  skills  among  students  attending  schools  in 
Hoke  County.  "UNCP  s  School  of  Education  is  committed  to  pro- 
\-ide  the  ver\'  best  preparation  programs  for  teachers,  administrators, 
counselors,  and  other  education  professionals  in  partnership  with 
public  schools  and  other  agencies,"  said  Dr.  Leah  Eiorentino,  Dean 
of  the  School  of  Education.  "Our  faculty,  administrators,  and  staff 
are  committed  to  producing  high  quality  graduates,  equipping  these 
graduates  ^vith  the  necessarv-  knowledge  and  skills  for  the  current 
and  future  marketplace,  the  generation  and  application  of  educa- 
tional research,  and  c.\tensi\c  collaboration  w'nh  our  partners,  Dr 
Eiorentino  said. 

The  School  of  Education  offered  a  range  of  undergraduate  pro- 
grams in  birth-kindergarten,  elementan,',  middle  grades,  secondar\', 
and  special  education  as  well  as  graduate  level  programs  in  education, 
counseling,  and  administration.  Dr.  Jern,'  Jones,  a  veteran  educator 
from  West  \'irginia,  joined  the  faculty  of  the  graduate  School  Leader- 
ship program  this  fall  as  the  tirst  Joseph  B.  Oxendine  Distinguished 
Professor  of  Education.  The  endowed  chair  was  created  in  late  2007 
by  a  gift  from  the  CD.  Spangler  Foundation.

Tfie  Art  Department  promoted  inclusion  and  appreciation  of  the  values  of  all  people 
and  encouraged  art  students  to  engage  in  the  extended  art  world  through  profes- 
sional development,  international  programs,  and  the  study  of  global  visual  culture 
in  an  environment  of  free  inquiry.

rfic  Biolog\'  Department  added  new  faculty  members,  includ- 
ing Dr.  Ben  Bahr,  the  William  C.  Friday  Distinguished  Profes- 
sor of  Molecular  Biolog}'  and  Biochemistr\'.  Dr.  Bahr  taught 
a  new  special  interest  class,  Medical  Applications  of  Biotechnology. 
The  department  also  hired  a  new  secretary,  Tanya  Locklear,  and  a 
new  lab  assistant,  Jaennie  Hwang.  According  to  senior  Aaron  Lock- 
lear, "The  Biology  Department  gave  me  the  knowledge,  guidance, 
and  confidence  I  needed  to  pursue  a  career  in  the  medical  field."  He 
said  the  staff  was  "easy  to  contact  and  talk  to." 

The  Chemistry  and  Physics  Department  received  a  5750,000  fed- 
eral grant,  shared  with  NC  A&T  University,  to  enable  local  farmers 
to  create  alternative  fuels  with  their  owai  crops.  The  UNCP  team, 
led  by  Dr.  Siva  Mandjiny,  included  Dr.  Tom  Dooling,  the  depart- 
ment chair.  Professors  Cornelia  Tirla  and  Rachel  Smith,  and  student 
Eric  Lewner.  The  program,  started  in  Januar\'  2010  and  scheduled  to 
run  for  three  years,  hoped  to  produce  a  prototype  of  an  affordable 
machine  that  farmers  can  use  to  turn  plant  oils  into  cheap  biodicsel. 
"Ideally,  they  will  be  able  to  grow  their  own  fuel,"  said  Dr.  Dooling. 

The  Geology  and  Geography  Department  welcomed  one  new 
faculty  member,  Jesse  Rouse.  Dr.  Lee  Phillips  participated  in  a  grant 
to  enhance  the  teaching  of  earth/environmental  science  in  the  re- 
gion, he  also  continued  to  teach  the  summer  geology  field  trip  class, 
which  provided  interactive  ways  for  students  to  experience  hands-on 
learning  outside  of  a  classroom  setting.

Cultural  Ties 


Our  University  is  one  of  the  only  two  universities  east  of  the  Mississippi 
that  offer  a  bachelor's  degree  in  American  Indian  Studies.  Because  of 
the  University's  heritage,  AIS  offers  a  program  to  educate  students 
about  the  rich  diversity  of  American  Indian  history  and  culture  and  to  pro- 
mote research  and  scholarships  concerning  American  Indian  issues. 

The  History  Department  provides  a  solid  foundation  for  those  who  wish 
to  teach  history  or  social  studies  and  for  the  study  of  history  at  the  graduate 
level.  Courses  offered  by  the  department  likewise  provide  an  excellent  back- 
ground for  students  who  wish  to  study  law,  enter  military  or  government  ser- 
vice, or  seek  employment  in  other  professions  or  the  business  world.  History  is 
thus  an  ideal  major  for  the  student  seeking  a  liberal  arts  education. 

Courses  in  the  Philosophy  and  Religion  Department  deal  with  questions 
about  the  meaning  of  human  life.  Students  of  philosophy  and  religion  may 
evaluate  the  purpose  and  meaning  of  other  academic  disciplines,  even  as  they 
consider  broader  and  deeper  meanings— indeed  even  the  ultimate  meaning— of 
human  life.  As  such,  philosophy  and  religion  might  claim  to  be  the  most  liber- 
ating of  all  the  liberal  arts. 

The  Department  of  Nursing  builds  on  a  rich  heritage  that  began  in  1992 
With  the  establishment  of  the  Southeastern  North  Carolina  Nursing  Consor- 
tium at  UNCP  and  Fayetteville  State  University,  a  joint  BSN  completion  pro- 
gram for  registered  nurses.  The  University  now  also  offers  a  4-year  RN-BSN 
program.  A  planned  new  facility  for  the  Nursing  program  will  be  the  most 
ambitious  building  project  in  UNCP  history.

Integrating 
Resources 


Tfie  Mayiior  Honors  College  recognizes  and  promotes  the  scholarly  and 
personal  growth  of  outstanding  students  by  providing  them  with  inter- 
disciplinary educational  opportunities  that  enhance  the  general  curricu- 
lum. These  opportunities  are  developed  around  a  learning  community  of  hon- 
ors students  and  include  small  interdisciplinary  seminars,  cultural  and  service 
programs,  and  shared  residential  facilities  with  other  honors  students. 

The  College  Opportunity  Program  (COP)  admits  a  limited  number  of 
students  who  are  motivated  to  attend  college,  have  better  than  average  high 
school  grades,  but  whose  standardized  test  scores  are  too  low  to  meet  the  Uni- 
versity's admission  requirements.  These  students  arrive  in  the  summer  for  a 
five-week  session  and  take  three  courses:  ENG  0104,  EDN  0104,  and  FRS  1000. 
Wlien  they  return  in  the  fall,  their  composition  courses  are  taught  by  the  COP 
staff  whose  instructors  offer  writing  labs  where  students  can  revise  papers  and 
develop  their  writing  skills. 

In  addition  to  its  undergraduate  programs,  UNCP  offers  a  variety  of  grad- 
uate programs  leading  to  master's  degrees  in  education,  social  work,  business 
administration,  counseling,  and  public  administration.  Emphasizing  a  personal 
and  relevant  approach  to  post-baccalaureate  education,  UNC  Pembroke  chal- 
lenges students  to  take  their  skills  and  knowledge  to  a  new  level  of  mastery. 

Supporting  all  the  teaching  and  research  programs  of  the  University  is  the 
Mary  Livermore  Library,  one  of  the  premier  information  resource  centers  in 
Southeastern  North  Carolina.  The  Library  includes  over  300,000  cataloged  vol- 
umes, over  13,000  subscriptions  to  print  and  electronic  serials,  access  to  more 
than  250  electronic  databases,  and  special  collections  that  include  the  Charlie 
Rose  Collection,  government  documents,  and  current  reading  and  media  ma- 
terials.

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Chllege  is  all  about  the  experiences,  the  people  students  meet, 
the  actions  students  take,  and  the  contributions  students  make 
to  the  community.

The  Army  ROTC  had  a  change  of  command  when  Master  Sergeant  John  Torre, 

who  was  the  face  of  the  program  for  15  years,  stepped  down  in  August  2009;  he  was 

replaced  by  Captain  Warren  Winthrow.

^11(1  \arcls  of  total  offense  for  tlie  second  straight  ganie  to  defeat  the  Saint  Paul's  Tigers 
")7  ()  in  the  home  opener  on  September  5  at  Grace  P.  Johrisor\  Stadium.  The  followiiifi 
week,  f^oljcrt  Fletchers  25-\  aid  fumble  return  gave  visiting  W'ingate  a  seemingK'  insurmountable 
15-3  lead  "Aith  5:23  left  in  the  third  quarter,  but  resilient  UNCP  scored  21  unanswered  iioints  in  the 
fourth  quarter  to  upend  the  Bulldogs  for  the  first  time  in  program  histon,'.  24-15. 

.After  these  two  honie  \ictories.  Carson-Newman  made  a  14-0  halftimc  lead  sland  up  to 
hand  UNCP  its  first  loss  in  more  than  a  year  with  a  35-22  victory  over  the  Braves  on  September 
19  al  Burke-Tarr  Stadium.  Back  home  the  followiiig  week.  UNCP  forced  four  turnovers  and  held 
visiting  Lane  to  just  H5  \ards  in  the  first  half  en  rotite  to  posting  a  45-5  rout  of  the  Dragons. 

In  front  of  a  school-record  4.845  fans  gathered  for  Homecoming  weekend  on  Octojjer  5. 
UNCP  racked  up  49U  yards  of  total  offeiise  arid  held  visiting  Webber  International  x'irtiiaily  mo- 
tionless in  the  second  half  to  extend  its  home  winning  streak  out  to  10  games  with  a  50-5  win 
over  the  Warriors.  The  victory  put  the  cap  on  a  perfect  4-0  record  at  home— the  Braves'  second 
straight  seasoit  with  an  unblemished  record  at  Grace  P.  Johnson  Stadium. 

The  following  week.  LiNCP  began  a  season-ending  four-game  road  trip  at  Dtn'all-Rosier  Sta- 
dium in  northern  West  Virginia,  where  the  team  racked  up  niore  thait  280  yards  on  the  ground 

as  our  defense  controlled  the  tempo  for  the  third  straight  game     

to  help  the  Braves  roll  over  Fairmont  State.  38-7.  On  October 
24.  visiting  UNCP  amassed  nearly  400  yai-ds  of  total  offense 
and  held  the  nation's  I2th-ranked  scoring  offense  to  a  lone  third 
quarter  totichdown  in  a  27-9  victory  over  the  Concord  Mountain 
Lions.  On  October  51.  D.J.  Ellerbe  blocked  and  returned  a  first 
quarter  punt  for  a  touchdown  to  give  the  visiting  Braves  their 
first  points  JList  less  than  two  minutes  into  a  52-7  win  o\-er  the 
Bobcats  of  Frostburg  State. 

in  the  regular  season  finale  on  iNovember  7.  North  Green- 
ville took  ai-i  early  lead,  but  lOth-ranked  UNCP  rattled  off  42 
unanswered  points  before  surrendering  a  late  touchdown  in  the 
fourth  quarter  to  rattle  the  Crusaders.  42-14.  "I  ani  very  happy 
for  both  our  players  and  our  coaches."  said  head  coach  Pete 
Shinnick  after  the  ganie.  "Our  guys  have  worked  really  hard  this 
year,  and  it  is  going  to  pa\'  off.  We  feel  good  abotit  the  position 
that  we're  in."

stellar  coaching  career  with 
a  231-242-35  record.  He  has 
taken  three  teams  to  the  NCAA 
postseason,  including  die  2004 
squad  who  advanced  to  the 
Final  Four.  Schaeffer  ranks 
16th  among  active  coaches  in 
the  NCAA.  He  had  13  winning 
seasons,  including  the  2003 
club  that  posted  a  17-1-2  mark. 
Schaeffer  coached  five  all- 
Americans  and  35  all- 
conference  performers. 
Two  of  his  athletes- 
Stephen  Ademolu 
(2001)  and  Christian 
Staackman  (2005)-  . 
won  the  Peach  Belts  ' 
Freshman  of  the  Year 
award.  Twenty-six  of 
his  players  earned  all- 
PBC  tournament  laurels.  His 
players  won  30  PBC  Player  of 
the  Week  accolades. 

Off  the  playing  field. 
Schaeffer's  teams  were  just 
as  successful  with  four  players 
earning  acaden\ic  all-America 
laurels  and  three  others  taking 
home  academic  all-region  hon- 
ors. A  total  of  58  players  were 
named  to  the  PBCs  Academic 
Honor  Roll,  and  23  of  those  stu- 
dent-athletes earning  the  league 
distinction  in  multiple  seasons. 
Personally,  he  has  received  four 
Coach  of  the  Year  awards.  'I 
measure  my  success  not  only 
in  wins,  but  by  the  kinds  of 
people  my  players  have  become 
as  alumni."  Schaeffer  said.  "I 
know  that  their  experience  at 
UNC  Pembroke  has  contrib- 
uted to  their  growth,  and  1  hope 
that  I  have  played  some  small 
part  in  their  development  'I 
will  always  remember  Gonza- 
les Suarez's  mom  hugging  his 
diploma  on  graduation  day  be- 


cause I  don't  think  either  she.  or 
his  dad.  was  ever  really  certain 
he  would  graduate  from  col- 
lege." he  said.  "Not  only  did  he 
gretduate.  but  he  also  became  a 
3.0  student.  This  is  a  kid  who 
struggled  before  he  came  to 
college,  and  then  he  struggled 
during  his  first  year  here,  but 
he  became  a  secret  student  and 
got  up  at  2  a.m.  to  study  when 
nobody  else  was  awake.  That  is 
a  success  story."  "I've  always 
tried  to  make  sure  players  knew 
the  right  way  to  do  things  and 
the  importance  of  trying  hard 
and  persevering."  he  continued. 
"Our  program  has  stressed  win- 
ning, of  course,  but  winning  the 
right  way  and  dealing  with  set- 
backs with  class.  Those  tjpes 
of  things  are  very  important 
and  part  of  my  memory  in  the 
last  30  years." 

In  addition  to  his  work 
with  student-athletes.  Schaeffer 
has  also  been  hea\ily  involved 
in  both  the  professional  and 
community  levels  as  well.  He 
served  on  NALA 
and  NCAA  all- 
.America  commit- 
tees and  has  been 
an  integral  part  of 
the  Lumber  Fiiver 
Regional  Senior 
Games. 

The  enthu- 
siastic mentor  al- 
ready has  some  plans  for  his 
retirement  "I  anticipate  being 
able  to  spend  a  lot  more  time 
with  my  son.  Ethan,  and  help- 
ing him  continue  to  develop  as 
ai  man.  and  1  look  forward  to 
being  able  to  visit  my  85-year- 
old  mother  in  Spartanburg  on 
a  more  regular  basis,  as  well 
as  enjoying  more  time  with  my 
wife  at  her  parents'  place  down 
at  Ocean  Isle."  "1  am  not  readj- 
to  be  a  complete  idler."  he  add- 
ed. "In  the  r— — 
near  future

Dr  Susan  Cannata,  a  literature  and  composi- 
tion professor  at  The  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Pembroke,  was  awarcied  the 
2009  UNC  Board  of  Governors  Award  for  Teach- 
ing Excellence.  The  award  is  given 
annually  to  a  faculty  member  on 
each  of  UNC's  17  campuses  and  un- 
derscores the  importance  of  teach- 
ing in  higher  education. 

A  10-year  faculty  member  iii 
the  Department  of  English  and  The- 
atre, Dr.  Cannata  is  a  self-described 
idealist,  believing  that  all  students 
have  the  ability  and  the  responsibil- 
ity to  participate  in  and  influence 
the  world  in  which  they  live.  "I  see 
the  classroom  as  a  place  that  facili- 
tates intellectual  conversation,"  she 
said.  "Students  ar^ capable,  but  they 
need  to  be  assisted  into  the  conversation."  In  her 
classes,  "Students  learn  that  information  does  not

constitute  knowledge,  that  only  critical  thinking 
can  turn  information  into  knowledge,"  she  said. 
Although  the  classroom  has  physical  walls.  Dr. 
Cannata  reminds  students  that  ideas  permeate 
physical  boundaries,  and  she  also 
works  to  break  down  barriers  be- 
tween herself  and  her  students.  "1 
don't  want  to  tell  them  how  to  read 
a  poem  or  write  a  composition,"  she- 
said.  "1  believe  the  classroom  is  a 
place  for  students  to  enter  into  a  dia- 
logue with  each  other,  with  me  and 
the  world  around  them. 

"I  rarely  lecture,  so  there  is 
always  interaction  in  my  classes, 
which  is  not  just  good  for  students, 
It's  good  for  me,"  Dr.  Cannata  said 
"It  is  important  for  students  to  un- 
derstand that  I  do  not  know  even- 
thing  and  that  they  can  teach  me  too."  Colleagues 
describe  her  classroom  as  li\ing  up  to  this  ideal.
